Dear Mr, Barbernitz, 

I am writing this letter to respond, as best 1 can, to an action taken by the Chicago Area Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, concerning my membership in the organization. 

I do not attempt to make any excuse or denial of allowing a minor to drink alcohol in my presence* 
On the day in question, I was at home drinking with friends, the individuals involved did come to my 
residence and I did not stop them from having beer while they were there. The following morning, 
Monday 12- 1 0-90, 1 was so disgusted with my behavior and my lack of control of the situation that I called 
Christ Hospital and asked for help. At that time, I was admitted into the Karl Meyer, Alcohol 
Rehabilitation Center. 

On December 13 th, while I was in the rehabilitation center, I had a very short phone conversation with 
a Detective Troy of the Hickory Hills police department. He asked me to come into the station once I was 
released from Christ Hospital. He informed me that he had received a complaint in relationship to my 
drinking and wished to discuss this with me. I told him I would be in the rehabilitation program until 
December 28th and that I would meet with him as soon as possible after that date. Due to the New Years 
Holidays Detective Troy andl were notable to get togetheruntil January 2nd 1991.1 went into the station 
on that date and told him honestly what had transpired. I was at that time charged with a misdemeanor. 
I appeared in court on February 14th and was given z period of ±ree month supervision by the judge. 

Since Dec. 10th, the day I entered Christ Hospital, I have not had any alcohol Currently, I am 
participating in an AA program and have had little desire to drink. I am a recovering Alcoholic who, in 
his drinking, made a mistake. I do not make excuses for my behavior, however, as long as I am sober I 
know I will never do such a thing again. I went to the police in an attempt to deal with the situation and 
to do what was right.* I do not regret in anyway my honesty with the police in my attempt to straighten 
out my life. 

I have been involved with the Scouting program since the age of eight years old some 33 years ago. 
I was both. a Cub Scout and a Boy Scout. I have been involved as an adult as a Scoutmaster, Assl 
Scoutmaster, Commissioner, Roundtabie Commissioner, Explorer Advisor, Committeeman, and Council 
Member At Large. I have worked for the Council (Chicago) in summer camp programs since 1973. In 
this area I have been a Camp Commissioner, Sr. Commissioner, Asst. Camp Director High Adventure 
Director, and my last involvement was last year when I was the Assl Director of Owasippe for 
Administration. (This is also my major academic background.) 
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There are two things in my life that are very important to me. One is my career in teaching and the 
second is my long time involvement with Scouting. I request that you might consider the following in 
making your final decision: 

1- my self admittance into a rehabilitation program at Christ Hospital to deal with my drinking 

2- my non-drinking since Dec. 10th 1990 and my commitment to maintain this behavior 



3- my attendance and participation in the A.A. fellowship to help me in my program of non- 



4- my long standing and good record with the BSA in my involvement with the program 
Please consider the following options in relation to your resolution to this situation. 

1- You could find that my 33 year relationship with the organization should come to an end due 

to my lack of control on December 9th 1990. 

2- You could review this case after a defined amount of time, reviewing the facts, plus the length 

and quality of my sobriety and then make a final decision based on this information. This 
would be similar to the way the court has elected to act in this case. 

3- You could decide that I have done those things I couid do to resolve my drinking problem, 

that I still have more to offer the organization and reinstate my membership with the 
Scouting. 

Whatever your decision is, I know it will be in the best interest for the organization and for me. I trust in 
your wisdom and your concerns. I truly hope that I may again have the honor of serving with you in the 
efforts of our Scouting movement.
